NEW EDUCATION CURATOR 
SLATED FOR ART MUSEUM 


Gabriel P. Weisberg^ acting head of the Department of Art History at 
the University of Cincinnati has been appointed Curator of Art History and 
Education at The Cleveland Museum of Art. He will assume the position in 
September . 

The Cleveland Museum has always regarded its educational role as 
fundamental and its innovative programs have been studied and applied through- 
out the world for nearly a half-century. Among the distinguished scholars 
and educators who have guided educational activities at Cleveland are Thomas 
Munro^ who served as curator of education from 1931 to 1967 when he was 
succeeded by Dr. James R. Johnson. When Dr. Johnson left last year to become 
Dean of the College of Fine Arts at the University of Connecticut^ Janet G. 
Moore was named Curator of Art History and Education. Miss Moore had served 
on the Museum staff since 1961 after having headed the Art Department at the 
Laurel School in Shaker Heights since 1947. She became associate curator of 
art history and education at the museum in 1967. She is planning to retire 
to her home in Stonington^ Maine. 

Dr. Weisberg's appointment^ announced by Museum trustees today^ brings 
yet another distinguished educator and scholar to Cleveland. The new curator 
graduated from New York University and earned his M.A. and Ph.D. at Johns 
Hopkins University. He has taught at Johns Hopkins^ the University of New 
Mexico and New York University^ and he has been a professor at the University 
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of Cincinnati since 1969. 

Dr. Weisberg is a specialist in 19th and 20th century art and has pub 
lished numerous articles in periodicals such as the Gazette des Beaux-Arts 
The Art Bulletin, Apollo, Art Quarterly and The Connoisseur. He has been 
active in community affairs in Cincinnati and took a leading part in the 
rescue of that city's architectural landmark, the Union Terminal. 
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
